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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the remarks, Applicant(s) argued in substance 
that 

A) The prior art does not disclose wherein generating the tree structure includes removing any templates that were previously grafted to 
the tree." In reply to argument A, Burkett discloses the DOM tree (tree structure) is generated (col. 9, line 1 1 - col. 1 1 , line 14). Burkett 
also discloses that the DOM enables application programs to access a tree of a document, and to manipulate document structure and 
contents (that is by changing, deleting, and/or adding element). Thus, Burkett disclose generating the tree structure include removing any 
templates (hierachy or tree) that were previously grafted to the tree. 

B) The prior art does not disclose "grafting the cloned reference template into the tree structure." In reply to argument B, Pik discloses 
storing the scripting object can be involved copying a scripting object reference to the shared memory to cause retention of the scripting 
object by the client during document loading, then cloning the stored scripting object to the newly loaded document can be performed and 
can involve creating a new scripting object in the new document and copying data from the stored scripting object to the new scripting 
object (Abstract, Fig. 2-3).
